Universal suffrage must be vegariled
now as an imminent veality.  And,
though it will vepresent an experiment
us preat as the institution of democratic
government, it 1 to be regavded not
merely as g movement in political evo-
lution, but as a depurture certain to have
profound effects upon the moral, ethical
and apiritual life of the times imme-
diately ahead.

Only those who think in routine forms
have supposed that it was restlessnhess
or curingity that prompted women to agi-
tate for the vote. The demand for the
franchise represents nothing but the un-
spoken and sometimes subeonscious de-
sire of women everywhere to meet life
upon even terms and to face the proh-
lems of their new existence with a proper
equipment. They have been driven out
into the world by the foree of ecomomic
evolution, Often enough they have had
to take their childrven with them inta the
fipht., Many of the tasks that occupied
them in the old-fashioned seclusion are
now performed, in factories, The pres-
sure of living costs, the demands and
opportunities  of industry have made
their places at home less secure and less
inviting,

The war quickened the efforts and the
imagination of women everywhere and
brought them responsibilities as heavy
as those that usvally full to men. Their
desire for u voice in legislation. for In-
fluence in the places where laws are
made that regulate their own lives and
the lives of their children is not the re-
sult of the sort of perversity which
standpat politicians love to talk about.
It represents, rather, a definite effort for
self-preservation,

If equal suffrage is wrong then mod-
ern industrialism is wrong. For one
must be the direct result of the other,

—_——

Anti-suffragists  have insisted that
when women vote many of the qualities
of heart and mind and spivit that they
contribute as dominating moral forees to
modern civilization must suffer deterio-
rution by the contacts of matter-of-fact
eompetition in the places where life is
hard and unsheltered,

In England it has been found that as
wemen have acquired independence and
the sintus of “industrial entities” they
have not been slow to revelt against
many of those domestic institutions
which were founded upon their earlier
humility and their habits of isolation at
home, Where this trend will lead no one
knows. A society which complacently
aceepted all the conditions that made
women's competition with men impera-
tive can only hape for the best,

That best may be far better than even
the most optimistic suffragists have
dared to vision for themselves. The ulti-
mate contest, when it comes in poelitics
and in the common life of peoples, will
be between the inherent spirituality and
conservatism of women and the eynical
materialism that mars much of the gov-
ernmental and political philosophy of the
present days. It will not do to say that
what is best in this instance is certain
of defent and despoliation. The quali-
tjes that are good and great have a habit
of surviving in this world against all
tides.

All women are naturally eonzervative
and in their ewn narrower cirele their
lives are consecrated to right principles,

Much of the strength of America
comey @s a spiritual gift from the small
homes in which women have always
gerved with their unbelievable patience
and their love of decent and aspiring
things and their gifts of tenderness,
One must be practiced in cynicism who
will suppose that such ancient attributes
as these can be destroyed by contact
with a busy world, Isn't it more logical
to believe that the spirit of womanhood
may rise more splendidly to the chul-

lenge, that it is unconquerable upon an

tics have gone hlunderingly at timed and
at times they have been futile and naive,
But they have been experimenting with
an unfamiliar method and they have
been hampered by a very great virtue of
their own—a habit of thinking in funda-
mentuls, Thus the sages at Washinglon
smilefl charitably when Mise Jeaneite
Rankin, the Representative from Mon-
tana, broke into teara as she voted for
American participation in the war. But
what is modern war that a . people
should engage in it without bitter re-
gret? The lady from Montana wept,
doubtless, beeause some ancient instinet
told her war was infinitely ecruel and
wrong and wasteful and, above all, in-
conclusive.

Would mankind be poorer or richer if,
elsewhere and in other governments,
there had been statesmen who could feel
similarly about it before they issued
their edicte and doomed millions through
serret orders to their vassals in the dip-
lomatic madhouses?

Mise Rankin's tears were much writ-
ten ahout, and it is probable that they
sorved to end her political eareer.  And
yet her instinetive judgment and her re-
vulsion from the hideous prospect of a
war like the last one may, in the end,
have been founded in a sort of sanity
that long ago departed from a great
many statesmen who still can think of
war without any sense of its essential
harharity.

The worst that men ean say about
suffrage represents an  extraordinarily
eweeping indictment of men themselves,

“Women,”  almost  any  immovahle
party  politician  will  tell  you, “will
always vote as their husbands tell them
to, 1T iMey don’t vote as their hushands
tell them to vote they will vote the way
they think the men will vote. So they
shouldn't have the ballot!"

The hope of the world nowadays is
that women will not volte always as
their hushands vote. And it isn't likely
that they will. TFar women are being
educated not only in the eolleges, but in
shops and factories in their struggle for'
a living, They =eem to know a great
deal more than they used to about the
maladjustments and the faults of modern
politics and modern society. And they
have gone about their fight for the fran-
chise as if they mean to set some of
these things right—or die.

FRANCE IMPERILING PEACE

ALSE to the terms upon which the

armistice was signed, and false there-
fore to her own plighted word and that
of her allies and her enemy, is the
demand of France that the peace treaty
shall authorize her expansion into the
Saar basin,

The eighth of Mr. Wilson's fourleen
points.  which  with  two eoxceptions
farmed the baszis of the truce, expressly
stated that the invaded portions of
France should be restored and that the
wrong inflicted upon her by Prussia “in
the matter of Alsace-Lorraine” should
be righted.

The justice of these claims is ineon-
testable, but any further tervitorial ex-
pansion would be a deathhlow to the
wholt moral fiber of the Paris confer-
ence.  The Saar Valley, Iving just be-
vond the Lorraine frontier, is an im-
mensely rich coal field and denials that
this is why the region is coveted are
obviously unconvincing.

Justification is sought in the seroll of
history, but such tactics if approved are
guaranteed to throw the whole process
of world reconstruction into hopeless
confusion. It is true that a portion of
the Saar country, including Saarlouis,
the birthplace of Marshal Ney, was
French from the reign of Louis XIV
until after the battle of Waterloo,

It is true that France possessed the
town of Saarbruck from 1703 until 1815
and Saarburg from 1727 until 1815, RBut
it is true also that the Counts ¢f Nassan-
Saarbruck and the electors of Treves
were masters of parts of that rich coun-
try hefore the seventeenth century.
Long previous to that cycle the Roman
eagles were predominant, Before their
sway Celtic and Gothic barbarians had
possesalon, A statute of limitations in
any case in which the testimony of his-
tory is invoked must be recognized if
boundary questions are to be saved from
utter ubsurdity,

Arguing by analogy, the French
policy would justify the return of the
American colonies to Ggeat Britain or,
pursuing the matter still further, it
would give validity to the still eavlier
wholesale partitioning of the Americas
between Spain and Portugal.

The principle upon which civilization
was to be revived, when France, with the
rest of the nations that helped to save
her, agreed to make peace, supposcldly
involved no sympathy for such perni-
cious nonsense, It is equally antagonis-
tic to such trickery as that by which
France now seeks to grab the Saar basin.
It had no patience with any game to
keep Poland landlocked. Tt has none
now, but how c¢an the iniquitous German
maneuvering to prevent the bestowal of
justice on Poland be honestly combated
if France should stain the victory of de-
cency and right with selfish aggression?

Deviation from the perfectly clear in-
tent of the fourteen points regarding
territorial aggrandizement is calculated
to plunge the Peace Conference into
moral anarchy. France has suffered
cruelly from the war, but any superficial
grandeur ghe may gain through greed
will be an evil sham, as was Germany's,

Moreover, any peace treaty which will
tolerate the scheme now afoot will not
only in the end imperil France, but all
of mankind. A eynical peace with the
original high principles ignored. can
bring naught but a breathing spell be-
fore ancther cosmie tragedy.
